The program provides a total 
of $5,609,000 for scheduled high¬ 
way projects in Madison county, 
a drop of $2,469,000 or 30%, from 
the $8,078,000 set up foD Madison 
county in the 1966 construction 
schedule. 

In announcing the new state¬ 
wide program, Illinois highway 
officials pointed out that all proj¬ 
ects are based on plans prepared 
prior to announcement that Ted- 
eral highway allocations will be 
cut back during the first six 
months of 1967.

‘ Opposes Variances 

Cairns replied that the major 
reason the Waste Control Coun¬ 
cil submitted a clean air pro¬ 
posal of its own was "to estab¬ 
lish something we could go by. 
something we could' defiiiltely 
accomplish and. show progress. 
Tf all industries are going to 
operate under variances, what 
will we accomplish in elimi¬ 
nating air?" 

Most difficult problem en¬ 
countered by the Gateway Coun¬ 
cil and the Interstate Study 
group, which was brought out in 
detail at the meeting last week, 
is that involving, availability of 
coal of low sulfur content for in¬ 
dustrial operations. 

Burning of coal produces a 
major part of sulfur-dioxide con¬ 
taminates, abatement of which 
also is a major issue between in¬ 
dustry and the Air Study group. 
The sulfur content of coal, there¬ 
fore, is a major factor in reduc¬ 
ing the volume of suIfur-dio>(ide 
emissions. 

In the original draft of the Air 
Study’s Air Resource Manage¬ 
ment Program, establishing pol¬ 
lution limits for control purposes, 
the Interstate group recom¬ 
mended a coal sulfur content 
limit of 1.4%. As a result of .suh- 
.sequent protests by industry in 
public hearings, the Gateway 
Council raised this limit' lo a new 
maximum of 2.25%. 

Supplies Unavailable 

Representatives of major coal 
producing firms in Illinois told 
the Gateway council In Iasi 
week’s meeting, however, that 
no available supplies of coal 
meeting the 2.25% requirement 
now exit for marketing in the St, 
Louis metropolitan area. While 
there are many millions of tons 
of low sulfur coal in reserve 
fields, many of them still un¬ 
tapped. virtually all of it is under 
contract to Industry under long¬ 
term agreements which range, 
up to 20 years. 

James Jones, Chicago, repre- 
.sentative of the Midwest Coal 
Producers Institute whose mem¬ 
bers mine 95% of the coal pro¬ 
duced in Illinois, presented a re¬ 
port in which he maintained 
there are no low-sulfur coal sup¬ 
plies available to meet the in¬ 
creased demand that would be 
created if all industry were re¬ 
quired to burn low-sulfur coal 
under terms of an ordinance 
maximum of 2.25%. High grade 
coal of low sulfur now Is used 
nrlnctpally by the metallurgical 
industry because of the better 
coking elements. Manv other in¬ 
dustries use a coal of high sulfur 
content.

Tills is the basic conclusion of uur review of 
the year that has just drawn lo a close. A look 
ahead to the challenges of 1967 will be given in 
Thursday’s editorial coluntn. 

Highlights of the past year that come quickly 
to mind are the razing of the unsightly old Gran¬ 
ite City post office and creation of Civic Pork on 
the site, and the start of construction of a large ice 
rink and recreation center in Wilson Park. 

In combination with the nearby Granite City 
high schoo^^feteria building completed this falli- 
the new ^MO-person-capacity recreation structure 
will give the Quad-Cities ideal facilities for regional 
and state meetings. A State Junior Sports Jam¬ 
boree held here in 1966 attracted Gov. Kerner, 
574 youthful athletic competitors and 2000 visi¬ 
tors. 

Significant progress also was made in other 
fields: 

ECONOMIC GROWTH — The ’ golden 
1960s’' remained golden in terms of almost com¬ 
plete employment and high wages and living stand¬ 
ards. With a 9000-acre industrial park created in 
Chouteau township, a potential billion-dollar de¬ 
velopment plan was disclosed. 

Construction trades signed three-year con¬ 
tracts. as did all Granite City school employee 
groups, and a Union Starch & Refining Co. dis¬ 
pute ended after 208 days. This plant later was ac¬ 
quired by Miles Laboratories, a major pharmaceu¬ 
tical and chemical manufacturer. 

Granite City Steel Co. and American Steel 
Foundries expansions progressed and General 
Steel Industries continued^its diversification. Work 
begen on industrial clean air devices, and an am¬ 
bitious residential-commercial '’clean up. fix up, 
paint up” campaign was conducted. Downtown 
merchants took a candid look at commercial area 
revitalization needs. 

A $500,000 railroad yard for auto unload¬ 
ing was built in Venice. Madison county and 
Granite City moved closer to overtaking St. Clair 
county and Alton in population. New apartments 
and medical offices were built. Screening of fi¬ 
nancial solicitations was instituted, and new ap¬ 
prentice and advanced building labor training pro¬ 
grams were started. 

GOVERNMENT—There were closely-con- 
tested, primapr and general election races. Nearly 
half of Madison county voters split their tickets, 
with the two-party system strengthened here and 
nationally. Ninety-five improper names were re¬ 
moved from voter registration rolls. Overflow 
crowds attended Granite City and Nameoki town¬ 
ship annual town meetings, and both will be held 
in the evening in 1967. 

Greater daylight saving time uniformity was 
virtually assured. A Granite City air purity board 
began meeting regularly, a city air pollution con¬ 
trol expert was hired, and regional air purity regu¬ 
lations were studied by the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council. Local governmental units 
joined in financing the Gateway Council, enabling 
areawide transportation planning to be coordinat¬ 
ed, a prerequisite for continued receipt of federal 
highway funds. State banking laws were amended. 

Madison county voters approved construction 
of a juvenile detention home, and a new county 


office building was purchased. Municipal and pri¬ 
vate dump compliance with a ban against open 
burning was achieved..- A Granite Gty sewage 
treatment plant was placed in. use, and all local 
cities moved to update their planning and zoning. 
The Southwestern Illinois Metropolitan Area Plan¬ 
ning Commission provided detailed Granite City 
population data. 

Cortstruction of a second 100 Granite City 
apartments for the elderly was started. Local East 
Side Levee District trustees blocked a “rubber- 
stamp" single-signature spending plan, and the dis¬ 
trict in a separate action conveyed a mile-long 
levee area to be used for Port District utility serv¬ 
ices and facilities. The circuit court ordered an¬ 
nual audits of all Madison county district boards 
under its jurisdiction. 

In Madison, the city celebrated it* 75th year 
and freed its bridge of tolls. .Magistrate court ses¬ 
sions began. 

IiT Venice, the city and state approved a Mis- 
sissiopi River boat ramp. Steps were taken to aid 
families which may be displaced by Federal Aid 
Route 151, and a new community building and 
land purchase were scheduled for Lee Park. 

Johnson Park was dedicated at Eagle Park 
Acres, the Fostaire airport was created at Mitchell 
and a 7n0-acrc Pontoon Beach annexation plan 
was dismissed, with later 26-acre and 15-acre an¬ 
nexations approved. 

EDUCATION—Parkview grade school wa* 
opened and. work proceeded on Madison high 
school and Dunbar grade school additions and on 
new Grigsby junior high school. TTie U. S. Su¬ 
preme Court ruled that Granite City schools own 
Coolidge junior high school. 

Ma’dison and Venice schools moved jointly 
to seek federal funds to upgrade counseling, li¬ 
brary. health and audio-visual centers. A Madison 
scholarship foundation was started. 

Southern Illinois University’s Southwestern 
campus was dedicated, its science building was 
completed, and a religious center fund drive was 
held. 

TRAFFIC—Nameoki and Maryville roads 
were widened, and warning lights and gates were 
ordered installed at the Maryville road crossing. 
Great River Road right-of-way through Granite 
City was approved by the city council. The toll- 
free Interstate Route 270 river bridge was opened, 
and McKinley Bridge guard rails battered by ve¬ 
hicles were repaired and strengthened. 

HEALTH—A $910,000 federal-state grant 
for local hospital modernization and expansion was 
received, emergency room service was placed on 
an around-the-clock basis, an intensive care unit 
was planned, and it was decided to link the emerg¬ 
ency room by two-way radio with ambulances, 
doctors* autos and offices, police, firemen and 
resc'ue units. 

Expanrion of county mental health services 
was approved, and a center for production by han¬ 
dicapped persons was opened. An expanded blood 
contribution agreement was signed by the Red Cross 
and St. Elizabeth Hospital. 

UTILITY SERVICES—An initial $1.5 mil¬ 
lion federal grant was received to help provide 
needed Granite City sewers on a matching bast*. 
River freight set new records at the canal locks, 
water lines were extended to new areas, and plans 
for underground electric lines to businesses and 
residential areas were announced. 

BEAUTIFICATION—Residential Christmas 
lighting decorations increased in number and scope. 
Madiann county began cracking down on dump¬ 
ing law violations, and an old cemetery in East 
Granite Cily was improved. Remodeling of com¬ 
mercial buildings continued. 

PEOPLE—Dr. Felicia Koch was named Illi¬ 
nois Mother of the Year and a Quad-Cityan was 
picked as metropolitan area Junior Achievement 
queen fur the fourth time in a decade. Ralph T. 
Smith of Madison county was chosen as Illinois 
House speaker. Through one-day exchanges of pas¬ 
tors and lay leaders, local congregations partici¬ 
pated in history-making contacts that may lead to 
emergence of the largest single Protestant church 
organization in the world in the 1970s. 

Many local residents served in Vietnam. 
Thousands of Quad-Cityans wrote letters and sent 
gifts to them at Christmas and received grateful

ment should be enough,” Stead¬ 
man said. "If there were strong, 
effective county governments, 
they could be properly entrusted 
with broad home rule powers 
within the state, 

“Unless such changes are 
made, federal and state govern¬ 
ments will increasingly fill the 
vacuum created by the Inability 
of local governments to cope 
with the challenges of a chang¬ 
ing society. 

“And if there is then serious 
neglect of vital local needs— 
because of the distance of 
Washington. D. C., and of the 
state Capitols from our local 
communities—we should not be 
surprised. And we should blame 
no one but ourselves," Stead¬ 
man concluded. 

In other r^rts, the llUnols 
Agricultural Associatioo was 
told that flUnois has 8452 uulte 
of local governmeot, ea^ with 
the power to tax—generally 
through property taxation— 
and many with overlappbg 
funettons. This is far the 
laigest number of local gov¬ 
ernments In any cd the 50 
states. 

Illinois has 2128 special dis¬ 
tricts. It has 1548 school dis¬ 
tricts. It has 1433 townships, 
b^g one irf only 21 stales 
that have townships. It has 
1251 cities and villages and 
102 counties. 

It was noted that county 
boards in Illinois appear to be 
chosen in a manner that fails to . 
satisfy the U. S. Supreme 
Court's “one man, one vote” 
ruling. 

EKiwnstate Illinois counties 


were said to be the most prom¬ 
ising governmental units for re¬ 
form. Boundary modifications 
were urged, with, overlapping 
taxing bodies ctmsoiidated. Chi¬ 
cago and Cook county werej 
viewed as presenting special' 
problems requirftig a different 
solution. 

County Redistricting 
Under the leadership of Pres¬ 
ident William H. Kuhfuss, the 
iAA has acted on these reports 
by launching a campaign to re¬ 
apportion, the districts from 
which members of county boards 
of supervisors are elected^ 

The campaign assumes that 
county board redistricting Is in¬ 
evitable. The drive is intended 
to encourage the Illinois legisla¬ 
ture to car^ out the task before 
courts do it. 

A July 1966 decision of Cir¬ 
cuit Judge William c. Calvin of 
Clinton held invalid the Illinois 
statute governing the election of 
members of the DeWitt county 
board.
